in Dallas, Texas. If an election is not made 
within ten (10) days of an unresolved dispute, 
Auctioneer may elect either PNG or A.A.A. 
Arbitrator. An award granted in arbitration is 
enforceable in any court. By placing a bid, a 
bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of 
Sale, and agrees to be bound. All auction atten¬ 
dees who have previously placed bids by mail, 
fax, or Internet should not bid from the floor 
unless the current bid exceeds their previously 
placed maximum bid (to avoid bidding against 
themselves).

Struck at the Paris Mint, the 1755-A is one of the more common sou 
marque issues that probably circulated in Canada and Louisiana. 
There is a nearly complete blanket of silver wash on both sides, as 
well as some light olive patina around the reverse lettering. A 
sharply struck coin for the type. Listed on page 31 of the current 
Guide Book. 


CERTIFIED HALF CENTS 


3 1802/0 Reverse of 1802 Fine 12 PCGS. B-2, C-2, R.3. The gray¬ 
ish-brown surfaces display few details and are moderately smooth 
except for a small corrosion spot and a couple of tiny digs in the left 
obverse field. 

4 1803 VF 35 ICG. B-l, C-l, R.l. An attractive example with smooth, 
glossy brown surfaces that display remarkably few abrasions. 

5 1809 MS 61 Brown NGC. B-4, C-3, High R.l. This glossy, olive- 
brown example appears to be undergraded at the MS 61 level. The 
central devices are boldly struck for the type. The reverse of this 
first-year example is rotated several degrees counterclockwise. 

6 1809/6 XF 45 PCGS. B-5, C-5, R.l. The essentially glossy-brown 
surfaces yield to chocolate-brown shades in select areas on both 
sides. A problem-free, Choice XF representative with an appreciably 
bold underdigit. 

7 1826 XF 45 AN ACS, C-l, the chocolate-brown surfaces are free of 
noticeable blemishes; 1828 12 Stars XF 45 AN ACS, C-2, rich red¬ 
dish-brown color blankets the lightly worn features; and an 1835 AU 
58 ANACS, the surfaces display a curiously glossy, golden-brown 
sheen. (Total: 3 coins) 

8 1828 13 Stars MS 63 Brown PCGS. This is a well balanced coin in 
terms of striking quality. The obverse is chocolate-brown in color, 
whereas the reverse exhibits mottled golden-brown and medium 
brown shades. 

9 1833 AU 58 NGC. B-l. This problem-free example is toned in alter¬ 
nating chocolate-brown and medium brown shades. The planchet is 
smooth, the devices are sharp. 

10 1835—Cleaned—ANACS, XF Details, Net VF 30. Sharply defined 
with mahogany obverse toning and mottled light-brown and dark- 
brown reverse coloration. 

11 1835 AU 58 ANACS. Chocolate-brown and medium brown colors 
compete for dominance over both sides of this boldly defined near- 
Mint example. Problem-free for the grade.

12 1851 AU 58 ANACS. C-1. This near-Mint half cent is originally col¬ 
ored in crimson-brown patina. A well defined example for the circu¬ 
lated type collector. 

13 1851 MS 63 Red and Brown NGC. B-l. Sharply struck with deep 
steel-gray patina over both sides and traces of cherry-red surround¬ 
ing the devices.

17 1794 Head of 1794—Corroded—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG 8. 
S-44, High R.l. There is a fair amount of striking detail on both 
sides, but the surfaces are rough with irregular chocolate-brown and 
orange-tan colors. The planchet has cracked along the left obverse 
periphery. 

18 1823—Corroded—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG 8. N-2. This coin 
presents well despite heavy overall wear and a rough texture in the 
fields. There are no sizeable abrasions, and the major devices are 
suitably outlined. 

19 1823/2—Corroded, Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. N- 
1. The surfaces display a charcoal-brown appearance with a curious, 
metallic sheen that is suggestive of an old cleaning. Still, the devices 
retain ample definition. 

20 1838 AU 58 ANACS. Even mahogany patina with no significant 
flaws. The obverse stars display some weakness, but the other 
devices are boldly defined. 

21 1848 VF 30 NGC. The deep brown surfaces are accented by a slight¬ 
ly lighter hue over the devices. 

22 1853 AU 58 PCGS; 1854 AU 58 NGC; and an 1855 Slanted 55 AU 
58. The third example is a trifle dark, but all coins are original and 
problem-free for the grade. (Total: 3 coins) 

23 1854 MS 62 Brown PCGS. Sharply struck and showing above aver¬ 
age definition on the peripheral stars with medium brown patina 
overall. 

CERTIFIED FLYING EAGLE CENTS 


24 1858 Large Letters AU 58 NGC. Light friction keeps this piece from 
the Uncirculated category, thus making this lustrous coin represent 
good value in a Flying Eagle cent. 

25 1858/7 MS 63 PCGS. S-l. This coin is a later die state, and the 
underdigit is no longer visible. Nevertheless, the broken feathers at 
the tip of the eagle’s right wing, the softness of definition over the 
letters in AMERICA, and the small die chip in the lower obverse 
field all confirm this coin as an example of the 1858/7 variety. There 
are areas of isolated striking softness over the eagle’s tail feathers on 
the obverse and the left side of the wreath on the reverse, but the 
remaining features are suitably sharp for the type. Streaky honey-tan 
and orange patina blankets both sides and helps give this lustrous 
coin the look of a higher grade. This overdate is scarce to rare in all 
grades, particularly above the Mint State threshold.

26 1859 MS 64 PCGS. The golden-honey surfaces of this coin are typ¬ 

ically smooth for the grade with a solid overall strike. Perfect for 
near-Gem type purposes. 
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27 1861 MS 65 PCGS. The scarcest copper-nickel issue in the 1860- 
1864 Indian cent series, the 1861 has an original mintage of 10.1 
million pieces. This is a gorgeous Gem whose surfaces are alive with 
orange and honey-tan colors. The strike is as close to full as one 
could expect for the type, and the fully lustrous surfaces are devoid 
of bothersome abrasions. 

28 1862 MS 65 PCGS. An unquestionable Gem, the obverse retains 
most of the original “whiteness” these pieces were known for at the 
time of issue. The reverse has taken on a slight reddish tint in some 
places. Bright, lustrous, and problem-free. 

29 1863 MS 63 PCGS. Brownish tinted surfaces, one grade-limiting 
carbon spot is located in the center of the reverse. 

30 1867 AU 55 ANACS; 1871 VF 20 ANACS; and an 1873 Open 3 XF 
45 ANACS. All examples are originally toned in chocolate-brown 
and/or sandy-brown shades with solid definition for the assigned 
grade. (Total: 3 coins) 

31 1869 MS 62 Brown PCGS. Glossy-brown color overlays both sides 
and deepens in select areas, particularly on the reverse. A sharply 
impressed example with few distractions for the grade. 

32 1872 cent—Corroded—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF 40, scattered 
areas of roughness make this coin an affordable example of this 
semi-key issue; 1900-0 dime—Scratched—ANACS, AU Details, 

Net XF 40, this is not a bad looking coin despite a moderate scratch 
on Liberty’s cheek; and an 1850-0 dollar—Cleaned—ANACS, VF 
Details, Net Fine 12, unnatural glossiness is noted beneath charcoal- 
gray toning. (Total: 3 coins) 

33 1874 MS 64 Red PCGS. This coin’s olive and orange-red color 
scheme is totally original and undiminished by even the faintest ton¬ 
ing. The reverse alone would net an MS 65 grade. 

34 1875 MS 65 Red PCGS. Frosty, orange-red luster rolls around both 
sides unhindered by bothersome abrasions or carbon flecks. A pleas¬ 
ing coin in all regards. 

35 1876 MS 63 Red and Brown ANACS. A scarcer issue from the 
1870s, the present example displays a 50-50 mix of orange-red lus¬ 
ter and glossy-brown patina over both sides. There are no significant 
distractions, and the strike is above average for the type.

187 1995 Doubled Die Obverse MS 65 Red PCGS; 1995 Doubled Die 
Obverse MS 66 Red NGC; 1995 Doubled Die Obverse MS 67 Red 
NGC; and (2) 1995 Doubled Die Obverse MS 68 Red NGC. All 
examples are virtually blemish-free with originally colored, cherry- 
red features. (Total: 5 coins) 

188 1995 Doubled Die Obverse MS 67 Red NGC. Blazing mint luster 
and nearly perfect from a technical standpoint. Truly a Superb coin. 

189 1995 Doubled Die Obverse MS 67 Red ANACS. A seemingly flaw¬ 
less and spot-free example of this popular, late date Doubled Die. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LINCOLN CENTS 

190 1936 Type Two PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS. A brilliant example 
with tannish-red surfaces that display spot-free surfaces and a few 
scattered hairlines that are commensurate with the assigned grade. 
From a limited mintage of just 5,569 proofs. 

191 1963 PR 68 Red, Cameo NGC; and a 1991-S PR 68 Red, Deep 
Cameo. A fully lustrous, essentially perfect pair. (Total: 2 coins) 

CERTIFIED TWO CENT PIECE 

192 1865 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Sharply struck, the surfaces are 
spot-free but the original red luster has streaky brown overtones on 
each side. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TWO CENT PIECES 


193 1866 PR 64 Red PCGS. Bright mint red color is evident over both 
sides and the fields show deeply reflective mirrors. 

194 1867 PR 66 Red and Brown PCGS. The surfaces appear technically 
perfect, thus accounting for the high grade given this piece. Each 
side shows slightly speckled browning over the red luster that is still 
evident in abundance. 

195 1869 PR 63 Red PCGS. Bright, original mint red color covers both 
sides of this deeply reflective proof. A few lint marks seem to 
account for the grade of this piece. 

196 1871 PR 64 Red PCGS. Deeply mirrored in the fields, the surfaces 
are remarkably clean and problem-free for the grade, making this an 
excellent value for a full red two cent piece. 

CERTIFIED THREE CENT SILVER 

197 1851 MS 64 PCGS. The first-year 1851 is a perennial favorite 
among type collectors. The example that we offer here is thickly 
frosted beneath warm golden-orange patina. There do not appear to 
be any abrasions that would rule out an MS 65 grade. 

198 1851-0 AU 55 ANACS. As the only branch mint issue in this series, 
the ‘51-0 enjoys considerable popularity in all grades. Originally 
toned in dappled dove-gray and russet shades, the surfaces are rela¬ 
tively abrasion-free with typical striking definition for a product of 
the New Orleans Mint. 

199 1855 AU 58 ANACS. Predominantly lustrous, the surfaces are deli¬ 
cately toned in silver-gray shades that deepen to orange color in a 
few areas near the rims. Lightly abraded. 

200 1866 MS 61 NGC. Slightly subdued surfaces keep this well defined 
example from a higher grade. Original, dappled russet and cobalt- 
blue toning has gathered on both sides. 


201 1867 AU 55 PCGS. Mottled steel-gray and olive-russet colors are 
noted on both sides of this minimally worn example. A strong can¬ 
didate for inclusion in a Choice AU type set. 

202 1868 AU 58 NGC. Deep, original toning blankets the moderately 
abraded surfaces in shades of golden-brown, electric-blue, and char¬ 
coal-gray. From a paltry original mintage of just 4,100 pieces. 

CERTIFIED PROOF THREE CENT SILVER 


203 1855 PR 64 PCGS. This coin was struck from the same pair of dies 

that the Mint used to produce most of the 139,000 business strike 
1855 trimes. The date is double punched, bold evidence of which 
can be seen under a loupe. The surfaces do not reveal any distract¬ 
ing hairlines, but the depth of the toning and the corresponding sub¬ 
dued nature of the fields perhaps rules out a full Gem grade. From 
the standpoint of originality, however, the toning is impressive, 
being cobalt-blue in color over the reverse with dappled reddish-rus¬ 
set and cobalt-blue shades on the obverse. Produced before the Mint 
began widespread sales of proofs to collectors, the 1855 is a rare 
coin with no more than 30 pieces (Breen, 1977) believed extant. 

CERTIFIED THREE CENT NICKELS 


204 1865 MS 64 PCGS. Champagne-gold shades vary in intensity over 
both sides of this satiny near-Gem. A lovely representative of this 
popular first-year delivery. 

205 1866 MS 64 PCGS. Grayish-rose patina covers both sides. 

206 1866 MS 64 NGC. The golden-gray tinted, moderately frosted sur¬ 
faces are smooth with crisply impressed devices. 

207 1867 MS 64 PCGS. The obverse of this silver-gray example was 
struck from a clashed die, but we can find no noticeable post-pro¬ 
duction distractions on either side. Well struck for the type. 

208 1868 MS 64 NGC. Essentially untoned, both sides are smooth with 
modest reflective tendencies in the fields. A few faint toning spots on 
the obverse perhaps rule out a Gem grade. 

209 1869 MS 64 NGC. A sharply struck coin with nice luster and mild 
golden-gray toning on each side. 

210 1870 MS 64 PCGS. This frosty example is untoned with no bother¬ 
some abrasions or striking deficiencies. 

211 1871 MS 64 NGC. A no-questions near-Gem, both sides are richly 
frosted with an untoned, silver-gray sheen. 

212 1873 Closed 3 MS 63 ANACS. This Select Mint State example has 
even ivory-gray surfaces that display only a few tiny abrasions. The 
luster is slightly soft, perhaps accounting for the grade. 

213 1874 MS 64 NGC. Pleasingly toned in orange hues, this near-Gem 
is free of individually distracting abrasions. The otherwise soft strike 
wanes slightly in the center of the reverse. 

214 1875 MS 64 PCGS. The untoned, well frosted features are comfort¬ 
ably graded at the MS 64 level. A few spindly die cracks (as pro¬ 
duced) are noted around the obverse periphery. 

215 1882 MS 65 NGC. One of only 25,300 pieces produced, this coin is 
awash in ice-blue and orange-gray iridescence. A lovely coin for the 
better date type collector.

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CERTIFIED PROOF THREE CENT NICKELS 


216 1865 PR 66 PCGS. The business strike and proof 1865 three cent 
nickels sit at opposite ends of the rarity scale. The former issue is the 
most common in this series, the latter is the key date, and it is more 
difficult to find choice than the proof-only 1877. This is the first 
Gem proof 1865 three cent nickel that we have offered in more than 
a year. There is a modest cameo contrast on the obverse, the reverse 
is somewhat more uniform in finish. A thin veil of champagne iri¬ 
descence dances across the bright, distraction-free surfaces. This 
coin is sure to elicit strong bids from advanced specialists. (See 
Color Photo) 

217 1867 PR 64 NGC. Reflective and minimally toned, the nearly hair- 
line-free surfaces have the look of a full Gem grade. 

218 1875 PR 65 PCGS. A brilliant Gem with flashy surfaces that are free 
of any distracting marks or hairlines. The strike is sharp, unlike some 
proof examples from this era. 

219 1879 PR 64 PCGS. Well struck with a cloudy, light russet haze. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SHIELD NICKEL 

220 1870 PR 65 PCGS. Deeply mirrored, the devices show a fair amount 
of mint frost which provides a moderate yet noticeable cameo con¬ 
trast. Brilliant. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY NICKELS 

221 1883 No Cents MS 65 PCGS. A well struck and generally brilliant 
example of this perennially popular type coin. 

222 1888 MS 63 NGC. Lightly toned but rather extensively spotted. 

223 1899 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck with bright, virtually untoned sur¬ 
faces. 

224 1902 MS 63 PCGS. The golden-orange surfaces are kept from an 
even higher grade by a few abrasions over the central obverse. Well 
struck for this often poorly produced type. 

225 1904 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant with excellent luster 
characteristics. 

226 1905 MS 65 PCGS. Delicate golden iridescence blankets the pristine 
surfaces of this radiant, frosty Gem. A lovely coin for type purposes. 

227 1907 MS 65 NGC. Sharply defined with mottled golden-russet ton¬ 
ing and no obtrusive impairments. 

228 1912 MS 63 NGC. Well defined with an overlay of light russet ton¬ 
ing and few marks. 

229 1912-D MS 63 PCGS. Weakly struck with russet toning and gener¬ 
ally clean surfaces. 

230 1912-D MS 64 NGC. A bit softly struck, as usual, the satiny surfaces 
have taken on layerings of rich cinnamon-brown and cerulean-blue 
toning. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY NICKELS 


231 1891 PR 64 PCGS. Ice-blue patina gently overlays the surfaces. The 
otherwise Gem quality surfaces are kept at the MS 64 level by the 
presence of a small planchet flaw in the right obverse field. 

232 1892 PR 65 PCGS. Silver-gray in appearance, the surfaces reveal 
modest reflective tendencies in the fields as the coin rotates beneath 
a light. A sharply struck Gem. 

233 1899 PR 64 PCGS. This Choice proof Liberty nickel is originally 
toned in shades of tan and gray on the obverse, while the reverse dis¬ 
plays attractive rings of champagne and lavender near the rims. The 
obverse has a few toning spots that limit the grade. 


234 1903 PR 64 PCGS. Frosted devices with nice cameo contrast and 
ice-blue patina. 

CERTIFIED BUFFALO NICKELS 

235 1913 Type One AU 58 NGC. Mottled golden toning slight peripher¬ 
al weakness. 

236 1913 Type One MS 66 NGC. Golden-russet toning with a full strike 
and light spots on the reverse.. 

237 1913-D Type One AU 55 AN ACS. Medium russet toning with a nice 
strike and ample underlying luster. 

238 1913 Type Two MS 66 PCGS. This first-year example is fully lus¬ 
trous with a satiny, slate-gray finish that reveals flickers of golden 
patina at certain angles. Boldly, yet not quite fully struck. 

239 1913-D Type Two AU 50 PCGS. Olive-green centers are surround¬ 
ed by a thin outline of almost scarlet patina at the margins. 

240 1913-D Type Two MS 62 PCGS. Lightly toned. 

241 1914-S MS 62 NGC. Other than slight softness on the obverse 
periphery, the strike is bold with mottled gold and russet toning and 
few flaws for the grade. 

242 1915 AU 58 PCGS, fully struck; 1917-D AU 50 PCGS, softly struck 
with hazy gray patina; and a 1919-D VF 35 NGC, weakly defined 
and nicely toned. (Total: 3 coins) 

243 1915-S XF 45 NGC. Beautifully toned. 

244 1916 MS 62 NGC. Light golden-russet toning with bold definition 
and the look of a higher graded coin. 

245 1916-D MS 62 NGC. A bit softly struck but lustrous and clean for 
the grade. 

246 1917 MS 61 NGC. Well defined with golden-russet toning and a 
pleasing appearance. 

247 1917-D MS 62 NGC. The strike is essentially full and the surfaces 
lightly toned and free of egregious defects. This attractive piece has 
the appearance of a higher graded coin.

251 1921-S VF 20 NGC. Streaks of olive-russet toning have gathered 
around the devices, the open fields and highpoints display slate-gray 
coloration. A pleasingly original representative of this low mintage 
(1.5 million pieces), conditionally challenging issue. 

252 1924-S nickel VG 10 ANACS, a well worn, yet originally preserved 
representative of this conditionally scarce issue; 1858 half dime— 
Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF 40, scattered hairlines are 
noted on the reverse, the obverse has more of an original appear¬ 
ance; and a 1928 dime MS 63 Full Bands ANACS, well frosted for 
the grade with a light blush of golden-gray iridescence. (Total: 3 
coins) 

253 1924-S—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. Produced in 
limited numbers, the 1924-S is a difficult coin to locate in the finer 
circulated grades. Minimally worn over only the highest points of 
the design, both sides are golden toned with a curiously glossy tex¬ 
ture. 

254 1925 MS 64 ANACS. Lustrous and generally untoned but lacking a 
bit of highpoint detail on the obverse.

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255 1928-D MS 63 ANACS. Slightly weak in the central areas with 
golden toning and a few light contact marks. 

256 1929 MS 65 NGC. Light gold and russet toning with a bold strike. 

Fully lustrous with a dash of golden toning and 
slight softness on the Indian’s hair braid. 

258 1929-D MS 64 NGC. This golden toned example has near mark-free 
surfaces with some weakness on the buffalo’s head. 

259 1929-S MS 61 ANACS. Reasonably well defined and lustrous with 
a dusting of golden toning. 

260 1930-S MS 64 NGC. The strike is virtually full and the surfaces 
exhibit mottled golden-russet toning and light marks. 

261 1930-S MS 64 ANACS. Bright, untoned satiny luster characterizes 
the surfaces of this scarcer issue. 

262 1931-S MS 65 NGC. The shimmering mint luster is untoned, and the 
striking details are better defined than usually seen on this issue. 

263 1934-D MS 64 NGC. The strike is bold for the issue and both sides 
display golden toning over the full underlying luster. 

264 1934-D MS 64 PCGS. The satiny luster is very bright and both sides 
are toned in golden-rose and lilac hues. A bit weakly struck, as usual, 
the coin was probably downgraded from Gem because of a die crack 
across the Indian’s forehead. 

265 1935-D MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant luster with near-flawless surfaces 
and a soft strike. 

266 1935-S MS 64 PCGS. Boldly impressed and lustrous with a dash of 
golden toning. 

267 1936-D MS 65 PCGS. Fully lustrous with sharp definition and 
champagne-gold overtones. 

268 1937 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck and untoned with brilliant, glisten¬ 
ing luster. 

269 1937 MS 66 NGC. A trace of golden toning covers the full, under¬ 
lying luster and the strike is essentially complete. 

270 1937-D Three-Legged MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck for this usually 
weak issue, the argent-gray surfaces show a few specks of carbon on 
each side. 

271 1938-D MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck with good luster and showing 
just a hint of light patina. 

272 1938-D MS 65 NGC, two pieces; 1938-D MS 66 NGC, three pieces, 
all are well struck with golden toning. (Total: 5 coins) 

273 1938-D MS 65 PCGS, seven pieces, most are lightly toned. (Total: 

274 1938-D/S MS 65 ANACS. Fully struck with even golden-rose ton¬ 
ing over both sides. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BUFFALO NICKEL 

275 1936 Type One—Satin Finish PR 66 PCGS. Very light toning cov¬ 
ers the unspotted surfaces. A scarce and unusual proofing method 
used for only one year. 

CERTIFIED JEFFERSON NICKELS 


276 1939-D MS 65 ANACS. The strike, while not complete, is nice and 
the surfaces exhibit golden toning with blue highlights. 

277 1942-P Type Two MS 65 ANACS. Sharply struck and lustrous with 
light russet toning. 


1942- P Type Two MS 67 NGC; 1943-D MS 67 NGC; 1943-S MS 67 
NGC; and a 1948-S MS 67 NGC, all have light to moderate toning, 
the 1943 issues are well struck while the ‘48-S shows some reverse 
softness. (Total: 4 coins) 

1943- D MS 67 NGC. Golden toned iridescence with a superb strike. 

1950-D MS 64 ANACS. Mottled gold and russet toning with nice 
definition. 

1950-D MS 65 ANACS. Well struck with deep golden-russet toning. 

CERTIFIED SMS JEFFERSON NICKEL 


1994-P SMS MS 69 PCGS. The matte-like surfaces of this aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing example are untoned with an essentially perfect sheen. 

CERTIFIED PROOF JEFFERSON NICKEL 

1942-P Type Two PR 66 PCGS. Delicate pastel overtones dance 
across the otherwise silver-white surfaces of this pristine proof. A 
strong candidate for inclusion in a first-year type set. 

CERTIFIED BUST HALF DIMES 


1829 AU 50 ANACS. Unlisted in Valentine, B-13, LM-4, R.3. Not 
discovered until 1958, and therefore unlisted in the much earlier 
Valentine reference. This is a brilliant coin that is sharply struck in 
all areas with deeply reflective, prooflike fields. 

1829 MS 63 ANACS. V-3, LM-2, R.l. This common variety is 
available in all grades and proofs were even struck from these dies. 
This is a fully struck piece whose gray surfaces display golden pati¬ 
na around the peripheries and the fields are semi-prooflike. 

1830 XF 40 PCGS. V-7, LM-7, R.2. Neither side reveals any men- 
tionable abrasions, and the surfaces are suitably defined for the 
grade with traces of original luster. 

1830 AU 50 PCGS. V-9, LM-2, R.3. The dove-gray surfaces are par¬ 
tially lustrous with good overall definition for fee grade. A problem- 
free AU representative. 

1830 MS 61 ANACS. V-3, LM-4.1, R.2. Brilliant wife bright, semi¬ 
prooflike fields. The obverse is fully brought up, but fee reverse 
shows some lack of definition on fee eagle’s left leg. 

1834 AU 58 PCGS. V-l, LM-2, R.l. Steel-gray toning overlays both 
sides and deepens somewhat over fee reverse. Well struck, and prob¬ 
lem-free for fee grade. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DIMES 

1837 No Stars AU 58 ANACS. Deeply toned in hues of blue and rus¬ 
set wife little actual wear and fee look of an Uncirculated coin. 

1838 No Drapery AU 55 NGC. This is an attractive coin for the 
grade whose surfaces are draped in original champagne and dove- 
gray patina. The strike is strong everywhere except over fee left 
reverse periphery. 

1840 No Drapery MS 65 NGC. This original Gem has smoky-gray 
patina that covers each side wife faint underlying accents of blue and 
rose faintly visible at fee right angles. Fully struck throughout and, 
of course, problem-free as fee grade would indicate. Always a need¬ 
ed type coin as the No Drapery design was only issued for three 
years. 

1842 MS 63 PCGS. The 1842 is among fee more easily obtainable 
Seated half dimes from fee 1840s, and fee present example possess¬ 
es above average eye appeal for fee Select BU level of preservation. 
We can find no singularly mentionable abrasions, and fee sharply 
impressed features display considerable mint luster beneath dappled 
slate-gray patina. 
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294 1843 AU 53 PCGS. This lovely example has the eye appeal of a sig¬ 
nificantly higher grade. The wear is not excessive, the surfaces are 
free of sizeable abrasions, and lovely golden-blue and orange-russet 
toning frames the brilliant centers. 

295 1843 MS 64 NGC. A popular type coin among With Stars half 
dimes, the 1843 can occasionally be found in high grade. This piece 
has deep, multicolored toning over both sides and the striking details 
are fully defined throughout. 

296 1847 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with russet and lead-gray toning. 
The surfaces are very clean for the grade and the overall appearance 
is pleasing. 

297 1853 Arrows—Cleaned—ANACS, Unc. Details, Net AU 55, both 
sides are too bright to be original; and an 1859 AU 55 ANACS, there 
are no evident problems on either side of this golden-orange half 
dime. (Total: 2 coins) 

298 1858-0 AU 58 PCGS. The originally toned, champagne-gray sur¬ 
faces display bold striking definition and a relative lack of abrasions. 
Traces of mint luster are still evident at certain angles. 

299 1861 AU 58 PCGS. Essentially untoned with ample remaining lus¬ 
ter, the surfaces are well defined for the type with an appreciable 
lack of distractions. 

300 1861 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with lustrous, light gray-brilliant 
surfaces. Downgraded by an unfortunate carbon spot on the left side 
of the shield. 

301 1862 MS 64 NGC. Adequately defined and bright with some reflec¬ 
tivity. 

302 1868-S AU 58 PCGS. Partially lustrous, the dove-gray surfaces dis¬ 
play above average striking detail in all areas. One of only 280,000 
pieces produced. 

303 1870 MS 62 PCGS. Mostly brilliant and well struck with a trimming 
of deep brown patina around the peripheries. 

CERTIFIED BUST DIMES 


304 1829 Small 10C XF 45 ANACS, JR-4, dove-gray patina varies in 

intensity over both sides; and an 1835—Scratched—ANACS, AU 
Details, Net XF 45, there are a few pinscratches in the left obverse 
field, but the balance of the features are problem-free for a circulat¬ 
ed example. (Total: 2 coins) 

CERTIFIED SEATED DIMES 


305 1838 Large Stars AU 50 NGC. Clean for the grade and mostly 
untoned. 

306 1838 Large Stars AU 58 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant with no 
objectionable marks on either side. Surely a Gem if it had complete 
luster. 

307 1853 Arrows MS 61 ANACS. Sharply defined and lustrous with 
mottled gold and russet toning and a nicer appearance than might be 
expected of the grade. 

308 1854 Arrows MS 65 PCGS. The 1854 Arrows is a common and 
popular type coin in most grades. Above the MS 64 level of preser¬ 
vation, however, its commonness, but not its popularity, fades quick¬ 
ly. This coin is every bit the Gem—fulsome mint frost, blemish-free 
features, and a bold strike. The obverse is richly toned in olive- 
orange shades, the reverse shimmers beneath a blanket of dove-gray, 
blue-gray, and lilac target toning. Population: 13 in 65, 11 finer. 

309 1856 Small Date MS 62 NGC. Deeply toned in shades of gray and 
russet with sharp details. 

310 1873 Arrows VF 35 ANACS, blue and golden-rose toning covers 
both sides; and an 1887-S XF 40 ANACS, moderately deep gray 
toning is seen throughout with some rose tinting on the reverse. 
(Total: 2 coins) 


311 1875 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous and bright in the central areas with rus¬ 
set and charcoal peripheral toning. The strike is bold and the surfaces 
exhibit only a few light blemishes. 

312 1876 AU 58 ANACS. Sharply struck and lustrous with mottled rus¬ 
set toning and the look of an Uncirculated coin. 

313 1885 MS 61 NGC. Well struck with light-golden central toning and 
deeper russet and cobalt-blue coloration at the peripheries. 

314 1890 MS 61 ANACS. Deeply toned. 

315 1891 MS 63 PCGS. With no mentionable abrasions, this silver-gray 
dime would probably warrant a higher grade were the luster a little 
fuller. 

316 1891 MS 65 ICG. A well struck example with light silver-gray ton¬ 
ing that covers the lustrous, minimally marked surfaces. This attrac¬ 
tive Gem would be ideal for a type set. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DIMES 

317 1862 PR 63 PCGS. Deeply reflective and brilliant except for a slight 
accent of peripheral toning. 

318 1882 PR 63 PCGS. Deeper gray patina covers most of each side with 
pale gray-brilliant accents over die devices. 

CERTIFIED BARBER DIMES 


319 1893 MS 67 NGC. A date that is readily obtainable in lower Mint 
State grades, Gems are borderline scarce, and the four MS 67 exam¬ 
ples known to NGC and PCGS are obviously rare. This is a fully 
frosted Gem whose surfaces glow at all angles in the absence of 
appreciable toning. Bagmarks are also conspicuous by their absence, 
as is the striking softness that often plagues examples of this type. A 
no-questions Superb Gem. 

320 1893-0 MS 65 PCGS. From a modest original mintage of 1.7 mil¬ 
lion coins comes this absolutely gorgeous Gem Barber dime. The 
1893-0 was not preserved in significant numbers, and most Mint 
State survivors grade no finer than Choice BU. The obverse displays 
a golden tinted center within a ring of reddish-russet peripheral ton¬ 
ing. The reverse is colored in variegated cobalt-blue and cham¬ 
pagne-russet hues that drift toward the border. A fully frosted exam¬ 
ple with bold striking definition. Population: 4 in 65, 8 finer. (See 
Color Photo)

Prohibitively rare at the Mint State level, this 
piece still retains most of the appearance of a fully Uncirculated 
piece. The fields are bright and semi-prooflike while generous por¬ 
tions of cartwheel luster are intermixed as well. The striking details 
are not completely defined, as one might expect from a New Orleans 
product, but the surfaces are quite clean for the grade with minimal 
evidence of handling. Several die cracks are evident, making us 
wonder if this isn’t close to the terminal die state for this variety. 

381 1854 Arrows MS 61 ANACS. Sharply struck and minimally abrad¬ 
ed with mottled gray and russet obverse toning. 

382 1861 MS 62 ANACS. Fully struck each side is lightly toned except 
for a deep speckling of color in the center of each side. 

383 1888-S MS 63 ICG. The lustrous surfaces are moderately abraded 
and are covered with a hint of light steel-gray toning. This coin is a 
popular candidate for a Mint State type set. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

384 1859 PR 65 PCGS. Wonderfully preserved for this first year of 
stepped-up proof production, one of 800 pieces struck. Originally 
toned in sea-green and copper shades, both sides of this coin are 
pleasingly reflective. The strike is full, and the surfaces are nearly 
hairline-free. Federal records indicate that 800 proof Seated quarters 
were delivered in 1859, but we doubt whether all of these coins were 
distributed before the end of the year. Those that were not were melt¬ 
ed, and this issue is a well known rarity in all grades.

385 1888 PR 62 PCGS. Boldly struck with frosted devices and mottled 
brown and gold toning. One of the popular serie: of low mintage P- 
mint issues produced from between 1879 and 1890. 

CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

386 1898-S MS 66 NGC. There is no readily evident toning on either 
side of this conditionally rare example. The sharp strike is uncom¬ 
mon for an S-mint issue in this series, and the surfaces are devoid of 
even the most trivial distraction. Both major grading services report 
only two examples in MS 66, with a mere three finer. 

387 1900-S MS 67 NGC. The 1900-S was produced to the extent of 1.8 
million pieces, a relatively limited number for a tum-of-the-century 
silver issue. Most of these coins entered circulation, and MS 65 rep¬ 
resentatives are few and far between on today’s market. The present 
Superb Gem easily qualifies for Condition Census standing, and it is 
one of only four MS 67 examples known to NGC and PCGS, with 
none finer. The surfaces radiate intense frosty luster in the absence 
of both toning and noticeable blemishes. A sharply struck coin for 
the advanced Barber quarter collector. 

388 1902 AU 58 NGC. Deeply toned in hues of gray and russet with nice 
definition and a small peck mark on Liberty’s face. 

389 1904-0 AU 53 NGC. The originally preserved surfaces combine old 
silver and pale orange patina over well defined features. The 1904- 
O is a heavily circulated issue that is usually offered in well wom 
grades. 

390 1907 MS 62 PCGS. A nice, original BU example, the surfaces are 
well frosted for the grade beneath an overlay of freckled olive-tan 
patina. 

391 1908 MS 64 NGC. Sharply struck and lightly toned with strong, 
underlying satiny luster. 

392 1908-S MS 63 PCGS. Russet-gray toning blankets the lustrous sur¬ 
faces of this Select example.

duced to the extent of only 26,000 pieces, and, since most examples 
were exported and subsequently melted, coins of this date seldom 
appear on the market at any level of preservation. The proof 1855 
Seated dollar is even rarer, and examples are offered less frequently 
then the already elusive proof 1854. Bowers (1993) asserts that 30- 
40 1855 silver dollars were included in the Mint’s proof sets of this 
year. Several other examples were sold individually, perhaps bring¬ 
ing the total number of coins distributed to 75 pieces. If this number 
is accurate, than many of these coins have been subsequently lost, 
since NGC and PCGS combined have seen only 22 examples (resub¬ 
missions?) in grades that range from PR 61 through PR 65. 

An obviously important coin for Seated dollar specialists, the 
present example displays a uniformly reflective finish beneath 
smoky champagne and golden-gray iridescence. The strike is nearly 
full, being kept from that status by a little bluntness of definition 
over the top of the eagle’s left (facing) wing. A pinscratch in the right 
obverse field, as well as a few areas of porosity in the same field, are 
noted for accuracy.

714 1899 MS 63 PCGS, two pieces, both are brilliant and well struck. 
(Total: 2 coins) 


715 1899 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant, frosty, and minimally abraded for the 
grade. 

716 1899 MS 64 PCGS. Untoned with brilliant mint frost and bold defi- 


717 1899-0 MS 65 PCGS. Untoned with an average strike for an O-mint 
Morgan. 

718 1899-S MS 64 ANACS. Well struck and brilliant in the central areas 
with russet, charcoal, and cobalt-blue peripheral toning. 

719 1900 MS 65 PCGS. A lustrous Gem that is well struck for the issue. 
The fields display hints of reflectivity. 

720 1900-S MS 64 PCGS. Scattered light abrasions cover the surfaces of 
this brilliant, lustrous example, but none are out of context with the 
assigned grade. 

721 1901 MS61 NGC. A premier Morgan dollar rarity in Mint State, this 
coin is untoned with above average luster quality for the issue. The 
surfaces are predominantly frosty in texture with suitable striking 
definition and no sizeable abrasions. 


722 1901-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC, this attractive near-Gem is peripher¬ 
ally toned in dappled champagne-russet iridescence; and a 1904-0 
MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC, this is a uniformly reflective 
example with untoned centers. (Total: 2 coins) 

723 1901-S MS 62 PCGS. A conditionally challenging date, both sides 
are untoned and suitably lustrous for the grade. Nicely defined, espe¬ 
cially for this often poorly impressed issue. 

724 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. This attractive example displays minimal 
abrasions for the grade, and the lustrous surfaces are frosty and pos¬ 
sess an attractive ring of golden-brown patina around the rims.

736 1904 MS 64 ANACS. There is a cornucopia of reddish-orange, elec¬ 
tric-blue, gold, and olive-gray toning on both sides of this suitably 
struck dollar. The surfaces are lustrous with a nearly distraction-free 
sheen. 


737 1921 MS 64 Deep Minor Prooflike NGC. Both sides are uniformly 

reflective beneath a light overlay of golden-gray haziness. Well 
struck for the issue, and scarce as a Deep Minor Prooflike example.

738 1921 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous and soft in the central areas with a few 
contact marks, particularly on the obverse.

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


782 1849 Small Head, No L MS 62 NGC. This one-year type is a must 

for advanced gold collectors. The 1,000 Small Head, No L gold dol¬ 
lars that the Philadelphia Mint delivered on May 8, 1849 were the 
first gold dollars produced in U.S. coinage history. This is a pleasing 
coin for the grade whose frosty, minimally abraded surfaces are a tri¬ 
fle too subdued to warrant a higher grade. Rich, green-gold color 
overlays both sides. 


783 1849 MS 62 NGC. A well struck specimen with bright yellow-gold 
surfaces that display a few scattered abrasions that are consistent 
with the assigned grade. 

784 1850 MS 64 PCGS. With a respectable original mintage of 481,953 
pieces, the 1850 is often called upon to represent the Type One gold 
dollar. Near-Gems are, however, relatively scarce, especially when 
compared with the number of high quality type collectors in today’s 
hobby. The surfaces are undeniably Choice with few noticeable 
abrasions, those that are present being small and well scattered. The 
color is a pale, green-gold shade, the frosty luster is full and vibrant. 
(See Color Photo) 


785 1851-C AU 58 NGC. More than 50% of all C-mint gold dollars pro¬ 
duced were delivered in 1851. Needless to say, the 1851-C is the 
most easily obtainable C-mint gold dollar in all grades. The present 
near-Mint example is exceptionally well struck by the standards of 
this branch mint, and every detail is sharp with a rich overlay of 
orange-gold and greenish-gold hues. We can find no individually 
distracting abrasions, and die surfaces present an original, partially 
frosted texture. A lovely coin for C-mint type purposes. 

786 1853 MS 64 NGC. This beautiful near-Gem is fully frosted with 
thick, reddish-gold color. A sharply struck example for the high 
quality type collector. 

787 1855—Ex: Jewelry—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. Both sides 
are somewhat glossy in texture, but there is no readily evident dam¬ 
age to either the surfaces or the rim. Well defined despite light rub 
across the highest points of the design. 

788 1855 AU 58 PCGS. A minimally worn example of this scarcer type, 
an ideal example for a gold type set. Struck from mildly clashed 
dies. 

789 1856 Slanted 5 MS 61 NGC. The orange-gold surfaces are unques¬ 
tionably original with sharply impressed features and a well frosted 
texture. Several light abrasions and toning spots account for the 
grade, but the eye appeal is still impressive for a BU example. 

790 1856 Slanted 5 MS 62 PCGS. There are no sizeable distractions on 
either side, and the surfaces are sufficiently lustrous for the assigned 
grade. A well struck coin with pleasing overall eye appeal. 

791 1861 MS 62 PCGS. An appealing coin for the grade, both sides dis¬ 
play deep green-gold color with orange-gold highlights. There are 
modest prooflike tendencies in the fields, the devices are thickly 
frosted and crisp. 

792 1862 MS 63 NGC. A frosty example with a few light, scattered abra¬ 
sions that define the Select Uncirculated grade. It is well defined in 
all areas, and the coin was struck from severely clashed dies. 

793 1862 MS 63 PCGS. The final high mintage issue in the gold dollar 
series, the 1862 is of immense importance for type purposes. This 
frosty, orange-gold example is well struck with a few scattered abra¬ 
sions. Both dies were clashed at the time of striking. 

794 1887 MS 62 NGC. With deeply colored, crimson-gold surfaces and 
moderately reflective fields, this sharply impressed example has the 
eye appeal of a significantly higher grade. Neither side reveals any 
individually distracting abrasions. The late date 1887 was produced 
to the extent of only 8,543 pieces, but survivors are among the more 
easily obtainable Type Three gold dollars in today’s market. 

795 1888 MS 63 NGC. The penultimate gold dollar in U.S. history, the 
1888 is also a low mintage issue with only 16,580 pieces produced. 
This important representative combines a semi-prooflike finish with 
reddish-gold color to present uncommonly pleasing eye appeal for 
the grade. The strike is sharp in all areas. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

796 1840-D AU 50 NGC. Quarter eagle production at the Dahlonega 
Mint commenced in 1840 with a delivery of 3,532 coins. Few of 
these coins were preserved, and this issue is tied with the 1854-D for 
third rarest honors among all D-mint quarter eagles. This coin was 
struck from shattered dies, and there are bisecting cracks on both the 
obverse and the reverse. The overall definition is soft, but this is 
diagnostic for the issue and has nothing to do with the late state of 
the dies. There are relatively few sizeable abrasions for the grade, 
and the surfaces present an original green-gold appearance. Accord¬ 
ing to Winter (1997), no more than six 1840-D quarter eagles are 
extant at the AU level of preservation. 

797 1848-C AU 58 NGC. This desirable near-Mint example is rare not 
only from the standpoint of surface preservation, but also in terms of 
striking quality. The typical ‘48-C on today’s market is apt to grade 
no finer than XF 40, and survivors at the Choice XF and AU grade 
levels and often plagued by soft striking detail over the central high- 
points. Not so the present specimen. Liberty’s hair curls and the star 
centrils on the obverse, as well as the eagle’s neck and left (facing) 
leg feathers on the reverse, are all boldly detailed with little evident 
wear. Ample remnants of a satin finish are evident on both sides, par¬ 
ticularly in the fields. The number of abrasions is consistent with the 
grade, but there are few sizeable distractions. Since only three Mint 
State 1848-C quarter eagles are believed extant (per Winter) out of 
an original mintage of 16,788 pieces, this AU 58 survivor example 
should be of obvious importance to advanced gold specialists. (See 
Color Photo) 

798 1850-D AU 58 NGC. A bright, lustrous example with only a trace of 
wear on the highest points. One of 12,148 pieces struck, the 1850-D 
is the most available Dahlonega quarter eagle produced during the 
1850s. It becomes quite scarce, however, in grades approaching 
Choice AU. 


799 1852 MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck and minimally abraded, in Mint 
State the 1852 represents an affordable type coin that is decades 
older than most pieces used for that purpose. 

800 1856-C MS 60 NGC. Fewer than 100 1856-C quarter eagles are 
believed extant out of a paltry original mintage of 7,913 pieces. This 
issue is tied with the 1844-C (11,662 pieces produced) and 1854-C 
(7,295 pieces produced) in terms of overall rarity among C-mint 
quarter eagles. Poor striking quality is a problem with many *56-C 
quarter eagles, and this coin is no exception. The obverse seems to 
have been struck from a clogged die, and the center of Liberty’s por¬ 
trait is noticeably weak. The star centrils around the obverse periph¬ 
ery are also weakly defined, but the reverse is sharper overall. The 
medium orange-gold color is indicative of originality, and neither 
side reveals an excessive number of abrasions. NGC and PCGS 
combined report only five examples in all Mint State grades (1/01), 
a figure that, when allowances are made for resubmissions, is rough¬ 
ly equal to Winter’s estimate of three Uncirculated survivors. 

801 1857-0 AU 55 ANACS. The final quarter eagle produced at the New 
Orleans Mint, this Choice AU survivor is lightly abraded with a par¬ 
tially frosty sheen. The color is a rich, orange-gold shade through 
which green-gold undertones shine as the coin rotates away from the 
light. Despite the discovery of a hoard of 20-30 coins in Jackson, 
Tennessee in 1985, the 1857-0 remains rare in grades at or near the 
Mint State threshold. 

802 1857-S XF 45 PCGS. The ample remaining definition on both sides 
of this lightly worn example is suggestive of a sharp strike. There is 
also a considerable amount of mint frost, and the number of abra¬ 
sions is not excessive for a circulated gold coin from the early fron¬ 
tier era. One of a mere 69,200 pieces produced.

803 1866 MS 64 PCGS. As specie payments were suspended from early 
in the Civil War until the Mint Act of 1875 was enacted, less and less 
gold and silver reached the Mint for coinage. From a high of 
1,283,878 pieces in 1861, quarter eagle production at the Philadel¬ 
phia Mint reached a low of 420 coins in 1875. With an original 
mintage of 3,110 pieces, the 1866 is comparable in output to most of 
the other issues dated 1863-1874. This issue is, however, compara¬ 
ble in overall rarity to the 1864 and 1865 and, indeed, all three deliv¬ 
eries are all but unknown in Mint State. Writing in 1986, Paul F. 
Ta^lione stated that only one Mint State 1866 quarter eagle existed 
in the market of the 1980s. Graded MS 63 by the author, the coin 
appeared at the 1981 Garden State Convention. As the present exam¬ 
ple is the single finest certified survivor between both NGC and 
PCGS, it seems likely that it is the coin that Taglione mentions. We 
cannot, however, say for certain as both major grading also report 3 
other coins in MS 62. Nevertheless, this is an important Condition 
Census example that belongs in the finest gold collection. Both sides 
display even orange-gold color and rich frosty luster, but the fields 
are somewhat brighter than the devices. The strike is razor sharp and 
the surfaces are free of mentionable post-production distractions. 
(See Color Photo) 

804 1871-S MS 64 NGC.. The 1871-S was produced to the extent of 
only 22,000 pieces, and most coins saw extensive circulation on the 
frontier. Fewer than 250 coins are believed extant, but this issue is 
still the most readily obtainable S-mint quarter eagle delivered prior 
to 1877. NGC and PCGS have seen only four examples finer than 
this lovely, reddish-gold near-Gem (1/01). The devices are reason¬ 
ably well struck for the type, but hallmark incompleteness of detail 
is noted over the eagle’s left (facing) leg feathers. The surfaces are 
nicely frosted with no mentionable abrasions. A small grease stain 
(as produced) on the obverse rim outside star 12 is noted for pedi¬ 
gree purposes. Trends: $9,750 in 64. 

805 1879 AU 58 NGC. Sharply struck with bright yellow-gold color and 
good portions of remaining luster. 

806 1888 MS 62 PCGS. Deep reddish-coppery color covers both sides. 
A mark across the lower neck of Liberty and softness of strike in the 
centers account for the grade. 

807 1900 MS 61 NGC. Bright and sharply struck. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

808 1886 PR 64 ICG. This boldly cameoed near-Gem is one of perhaps 
36 coins believed extant out of an original mintage of 88 pieces. 
While some 1886 proof quarter eagles on today’s market are 
impaired, this problem-free specimen boasts smooth surfaces that 
are free of mentionable hairlines. The strike is typically sharp for 
proof production methods, and the color is a deeply set, original, 
reddish-gold shade. 

809 1901 PR 67 PCGS. It is hard for us to imagine a more beautiful 
1901 proof quarter eagle, even though NGC and PCGS each report 
a single coin finer. This coin displays very little contrast between the 
devices and the fields, a common trait of many proofs produced in 
the early years of the 20th century. The fields are deeply reflective, 
the surfaces are drenched in intense orange-gold color with reddish 
accents over the central devices. Both sides are silent on the subject 
of distracting hairlines. The 1901 is one of the more common proof 
Liberty quarter eagles, but most extant examples grade no finer than 
PR 64. (See Color Photo) 

810 1907 PR 64 PCGS. Catalogers have often overstated the rarity of 
the proof 1907 quarter eagle in the past, but this issue is still any¬ 
thing but common. No more than 65 examples are believed extant 
out of an original mintage of 154 coins. The present near-Gem falls 
close to the middle of the grade range for the survivors, and it pre¬ 
sents expectantly well for the PR 64 designation. Hairlines are at a 
minimum, and the uniformly watery surfaces display deeply set, 
orange-gold color that can only be original. There is slight haziness 
in the fields, but this feature is only visible at a few angles.

811 1913 MS 62 NGC. Sparkling reddish-golden tinted mint luster. 

812 1914—Damaged—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. Among the 
more conditionally challenging issues in this series, this is not a bad 
looking coin despite a few small indentations on both sides. The lus¬ 
ter is vibrant for the type, and the strike is bold in most areas. 

813 1915 MS 62 PCGS. A satiny example that is well struck and mini¬ 
mally abraded for the grade. 

814 1915 MS 63 NGC. A bright and frosty yellow-gold example that is 
well struck and has typical light, scattered abrasions. A perfect 
example for a Select Mint State gold type set. 

815 1925-D MS 65 ICG. A frosty, lustrous quarter eagle that is well 
struck and displays light, scattered abrasions. An ideal type coin for 
a gold type set. 

816 1927 MS 62 NGC. A few small abrasions are noted on the Indian’s 
portrait on the obverse, but the balance of the surfaces are relatively 
clean for the assigned grade. Boldly defined with a frosty, reddish- 
gold sheen. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLES 

817 1803/2 AU 50 PCGS. B. 1-C, Miller-56, R.4. This lot offers a min¬ 
imally circulated survivor of this, the second most common Capped 
Bust Right half eagle after the 1806 Round Top 6. Traces of reflec¬ 
tivity are noted in the fields at certain angles, but the outward 
appearance of both sides is one of orange-gold color. Although light¬ 
ly abraded, the surfaces are uncommonly smooth for a circulated 
gold coin from this era. (See Color Photo) 

818 1807 Bust Right MS 60 ANACS. B. 1-B, Miller-86, High R.5. This 
final-year example should be of obvious importance to type collec¬ 
tors. The golden-orange surfaces are deceptively smooth for the 
assigned grade, and the striking definition is bold in most areas. Cer¬ 
tain angles do, however, reveal scattered hairlines in the obverse 
field. As an issue, the 1807 is among the more easily obtainable 
dates of this type in all grades short of Mint State. 

819 1812 MS 61 NGC. B. 1-B, Miller-118, Low R.3. This yellow-gold 
example offers considerable eye appeal for the BU grade level. 
Ample mint frost overlays both sides, and those abrasions that are 
present are neither sizeable nor individually distracting. The strike is 
bold over the obverse, a few adjustment marks (as produced) bisect 
the eagle’s portrait on the reverse. A suitable Mint State representa¬ 
tive of this relatively easily obtainable Capped Bust Left half eagle.

820 1847-D AU 58 PCGS. The Dahlonega Mint produced only 64,405 
half eagles in 1847, and this issue is scarcer than the 1838-D, 1843- 
D, 1845-D, 1852-D, 1853-D, 1854-D, and 1860-D in grades above 
the Choice XF level. This is a very appealing coin for a product of 
the Georgia branch mint The strike is sharp everywhere except over 
the eagle’s neck feathers, and the surfaces reveal glowing mint frost 
in the protected areas around the devices. There is a minor strike 
through (as produced) at 4 o’clock on the obverse rim and in the cor¬ 
responding area on the reverse rim, but we stress that the surfaces 
are remarkably smooth for the issue. A predominantly green-gold 
example with pleasing orange-gold overtones. (See Color Photo) 

821 1850-C MS 61 NGC. Despite a paltry original mintage of 63,591 
pieces, the 1850-C is among the more easily obtainable C-mint half 
eagles at the VF and XF grade levels. The ‘50C is not, however, the 
most common half eagle from the North Carolina branch mint, and 
examples are more difficult to locate in all grades than those of the 
1847-C, 1849-C, 1852-C, 1853-C, and 1858-C deliveries. In Mint 
State, fewer than eight 1850-C half eagles are believed extant (per 
Winter). This Condition Census example is typically struck for the 
issue with relatively bold definition on the obverse and hallmark 
softness of definition over the eagle’s portrait on the reverse. The 
surfaces present a bright, yellow-gold finish with light and moderate 
abrasions scattered about. The luster is typically subdued for the 
grade, but traces of mint frost are noted in the more protected areas. 
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822 1853-D AU S3 PCGS. This well defined example is free of exces¬ 
sive striking softness over Liberty’s hair curls, the star centrils, and 
the eagle’s feathers. There is also little appreciable wear on either 
side, but scattered abrasions are indicative of a D-mint half eagle 
that saw actual circulation. Still, with traces of original mint frost on 
both sides, this coin offers pleasing eye appeal that should endear it 
to type collectors who need a representative of this branch mint. The 
1853-D (89,678 pieces produced) is the most common half eagle 
produced at the Dahlonega Mint. 

823 1868 XF 45 NGC. One of only 5,000 coins originally produced, the 
surfaces are lightly worn over only the highest points of the design. 
Modest brightness in the fields is suggestive of a satiny finish. The 
number of small abrasions is typical for a circulated gold coin of this 


824 1878 MS 60 NGC. Fully struck with bright, slightly reflective fields. 

825 1879 MS 61 NGC. The mint luster is broken only by the small abra¬ 
sions one would expect from a coin in this grade. Well defined over¬ 
all. 

826 1880-S MS 62 NGC. The mint luster has taken on a deeper reddish 
hue. The grade is derived from a couple of cosmetically tragic marks 
on the face of Liberty. 

827 1882 MS 62 PCGS. Brilliant and sharply struck with luster grazes 
and contact marks compatible with the grade. 

828 1882-S MS 62 NGC. Fully struck with a few marks on the obverse. 

829 1883 AU 58 NGC. Fully struck with good portions of mint luster 
surviving. 

830 1886 AU 58 NGC. Fully struck with a light accent of reddish patina 
around the margins. 

831 1886-S MS 62 NGC. Fully struck. 

832 1886-S MS 62 PCGS. The fields on both sides are remarkably free 
of sizeable abrasions for the grade, and there is ample frosty luster 
throughout. 

833 1887-S MS 60 NGC. Dusky gray-gold surfaces. 

834 1892 MS 62 PCGS. Boldly defined with soft, satiny luster and seri¬ 
ous claims to a higher grade. 

835 1893 MS 61 PCGS. Original and well struck with numerous small 
abrasions scattered over each side. 

836 1893-S MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck with bright, satiny surfaces. 

837 1893-S MS 62 NGC. Bright and well struck. 

838 1893-S MS 63 NGC. The otherwise frosty luster yields to satin ten¬ 
dencies on the obverse. Both sides are equally colorful with alter¬ 
nating shades of orange-gold and green-gold patina. The eye appeal 
is superior for the assigned grade. 

839 1897 MS 62 NGC. There are relatively few abrasions on both sides 
of this reddish-gold example, but slightly subdued luster seems to 
account for the grade. 

840 1899-S MS 61 PCGS. Sharply struck with one obvious vertical mark 
on the lower jawline of Liberty’s face. 

841 1905-S AU 53 NGC. Well struck with bright surfaces. 

842 1905-S half eagle AU 58 NGC; 1879 eagle MS 60 NGC; and an 
1879-S eagle AU 58 NGC. All coins are suitably lustrous for the 
grade with bold overall definition. (Total: 3 coins) 

843 1906-D MS 62 PCGS. Sharply defined with reddish tinted orange- 
gold luster.

844 1908 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with light reddish patina over 

each side. 


845 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. This coin’s reddish-coppery patina is its most 
distinctive feature, even more than the sparkling mint luster that lies 
underneath. 

846 1912 MS 62 NGC. The soft, tan-gold color that blankets both sides 
is suggestive of originality. This sharply defined BU example would 
fit comfortably into any Mint State type set. 

847 1912 MS 62 PCGS. Brilliant mint frost with nice definition and a 
few grade-defining contact marks on the reverse. 

848 1912 MS 62 NGC. Adequate luster and striking details for the grade. 

849 1912-S AU 55 NGC. The otherwise green-gold color deepens to 
interesting copper accents in the recessed areas of the design. There 
is ample remaining definition on both sides, and the surfaces are free 
of mentionable abrasions. 

850 1913-S VF 25 ANACS. Although moderately worn, this is an impor¬ 
tant survivor of this key S-mint half eagle. The devices possess suit¬ 
able definition over the major features, and the reddish-gold surfaces 
are free of excessive abrasions.

851 1847-0 XF 40 NGC. The original gray-gold surfaces are outlined by 
deep charcoal-gray patina around the devices. Trends S375. 

852 1851-0 AU 50 PCGS. Well balanced and predominantly lustrous, 
the surfaces glow with green-gold color. The strike is a little soft 
over the peripheral devices, but the number of abrasions is not 
excessive for the grade. The 1851-0 was produced to the extent of 
263,000 pieces, and it is the most common No Motto eagle from the 
New Orleans branch mint. 


853 1878-CC XF 40 NGC. With the second lowest mintage figure in the 
series of only 3,244 pieces, the 1878-CC is not surprisingly one of 
the rarest Carson City eagles. It, like many of its predecessors, is 
also known for poor striking details. At the XF 40 level, this coin is 
just outside the Condition Census for the issue with most examples 
typically grading VF. The surfaces are bright with a reddish tinge. 
The most noticeable surface flaws are a very shallow planchet flake 
out of the obverse next to star 2, and a small cluster of pinprick 
marks by star 4. (See Color Photo) 

854 1879 MS 60 NGC. Scattered abrasions confine this coin to the MS 
60 grade level, but the luster is uncommonly vibrant and the strike is 
free of criticism in most areas. 

855 1879 MS 61 NGC. Toned in natural reddish-gold hues and less 
abraded than is often seen. 

856 1879 MS 62 NGC. The orange-gold surfaces display light, scattered 
abrasions that are typical for the grade. It is well struck, and the lus¬ 
ter is only slightly mellowed by the original toning. 

Moderately abraded with brilliant luster and a 
nice strike.

Deeply set, crimson-gold color dominates this 
coin’s outward appearance, but crisp striking definition and rolling 
cartwheel frost are also worthy of praise. 

860 1882 MS 63 NGC. Frosty in texture, the surfaces are well defined, 
as befits the type, with only a few scattered abrasions on the obverse. 

861 1883 MS 61 PCGS. Well struck but a little too dull for a higher 
grade. 
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1886 MS 60 NGC. This sharply defined example presents a reddish- 
gold appearance on both sides. The luster is frosty in texture, but it 
does thin somewhat in the open field on the obverse. 

1886- S MS 62 PCGS. Frosty and bright, the golden-pink surfaces 
are sharply impressed in all areas. 

1887- S MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck but bagmarked.

941 1915 MS 61 NGC. A couple of heavy abrasions downgrade the 
obverse of this otherwise original and sharply defined coin. 

942 1922 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with soft, frosted luster charac¬ 
teristics and showing a couple of light alloy spots on the reverse. 

943 1923-D MS 62 NGC. Deep reddish-orange color covers both sides 
of this always-popular mintmarked Saint from the 1920s. 

944 1927 MS 64 ICG. This frosty near-Gem is minimally abraded and 
has claims to a higher grade. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 


945 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64 PCGS. Richly frosted and nearly in the 

Gem category, the surfaces are untoned with razor sharp striking 
definition. 
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946 1937 Antietam MS 66 PCG S. Both sides are essentially untoned, bet 
the reverse does reveal delicate golden-tan overtones at certain 
angles. The surfaces are intensely lustrous with a bright, frosty tex¬ 
ture. 

947 1935-S Arkansas MS 66 AN ACS. Variegated shades of peripheral 
toning are noted on both sides of this original Gem. The centers dis¬ 
play a silver-gray sheen, and both sides are free of mentionable abra¬ 
sions. 

948 1937-S Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Suitably frosted for the type, the sur¬ 
faces are untoned, or nearly so, with a pleasing lack of distractions. 

949 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 66 NGC. An original Gem with a ring of 
golden-brown and russet album toning around the rims that encircles 
the brilliant, minimally abraded centers. 

950 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 66 PCGS. This rim toned example displays 
a frame of orange-russet rim accents around silver-gray centers. 
Every feature is fully frosted with an appreciable lack of distrac¬ 
tions. 

951 1936 Bridgeport MS 66 PCGS. Frosty and smooth, the surfaces are 
tinted in dappled golden-tan patina that confirms this coin’s origi¬ 
nality. Boldly defined throughout. 

952 1936 Cleveland MS 65 PCGS. A brilliant Gem with a few minor, 
scattered abrasions that prevent a higher grade. An attractive com¬ 
memorative half that would look nice in any set. 

953 1936 Cleveland MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous and bright with a dash of 
peripheral toning and light contact marks on the reverse. 

954 1936 Cleveland MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant and highly lustrous, as 
always. 

955 1936 Columbia MS 66 PCGS. The otherwise silver-gray surfaces 
reveal traces of russet-tan rim accents at most angles. The frosty fea¬ 
tures are free of even the most trivial distraction. 

956 1936-S Columbia MS 64 PCGS. There are no readily evident abra¬ 
sions on either side of this lightly toned, lilac-gold example. 

957 1892 Columbian MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck and brilliant with a 
light edging of brown patina around each side. 

958 1892 Columbian MS 66 PCGS. Rich antique-copper toning overlays 
both sides with an interplay of golden-blue iridescence near the rims. 
The toning lightens somewhat in the center of the reverse, both sides 
are equally frosty in texture. 

959 1893 Columbian MS 65 NGC. The antique-copper surfaces reveal a 
few areas of cobalt-blue color near the obverse border. A fully frost¬ 
ed, wonderfully original Gem. 

960 1893 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant throughout with coruscant 
mint luster. 

961 1893 Columbian MS 65 NGC. Rich silver-gray toning gives way to 
a darker pewter-gold coloration near the rims, while hints of pink 
and blue iridescence dance around the peripheries. An exquisite 
Gem example with few noticeable abrasions. 

962 1936 Delaware MS 66 PCGS. Speckled golden-orange patina is 
draped over the frosty surfaces of this pristine Gem. A strong candi¬ 
date for inclusion in a high quality commemorative set. 

963 1936 Elgin MS 66 PCGS. This richly frosted Gem is patinated in 
delicate golden-tan hues that gravitate toward the borders. An 
appealing coin with a nice strike. 

964 1936 Elgin MS 66 PCGS. This coin is typically frosted for the issue, 
but whereas many Elgin commons that we handle are brilliant, both 
sides of the present Gem are richly toned. There is a cornucopia of 
orange-gold and cobalt-blue patina draped over both sides, through 
which smooth features are evident at all angles. 


965 1936 Gettysburg MS 66 PCGS. Untoned and bright, the fully frost¬ 
ed surfaces are devoid of even the most trivial distraction. A lovely 
coin for the Gem quality commemorative collector. 

966 1936 Gettysburg MS 66 PCGS. This warmly patinated Gem com¬ 
bines swirls of golden and silver-gray color over fully frosted fea¬ 
tures. A few tinges of darker color cling to the rims, but we can find 
no mentionable abrasions. 

967 1936 Gettysburg MS 66 PCGS. Mottled olive, slate-gray, and gold¬ 
en-orange patina overlays the frosty surfaces of this well preserved 
Gem. An original specimen for the commemorative specialist. 

968 1928 Hawaiian MS 65 PCGS. Soft dove-gray patina blankets both 
sides with tinges of pastel-pink iridescence around the obverse 
periphery. The surfaces are uncommonly lustrous for the type with a 
smooth, frosty texture. Produced in limited numbers, the 1928 
Hawaiian commemorative is a key issue in all grades. 

969 1924 Huguenot MS 64 NGC. Sharply struck with mottled light-rus¬ 
set toning. 

970 1924 Huguenot MS 66 NGC. A frosty, minimally abraded Gem with 
attractive surfaces for the issue. Very few examples of this issue 
could compare in terms of both technical quality and aesthetic merit. 

971 1946 Iowa MS 66 PCGS. Sharply struck with near mark-free sur¬ 
faces and a dab of golden toning. 

972 1925 Lexington MS 65 PCGS. There is a warm olive-gold toning 
blanket on both sides of this thickly frosted commem. A pleasing 
coin from the standpoint of originality. 

973 1925 Lexington MS 65 PCGS. Fully frosted beneath delicate gold¬ 
en iridescence, the surfaces present a smooth. Gem quality sheen. 
Elusive any finer. 

974 1918 Lincoln MS 65 PCGS. Untoned on the reverse, the obverse is 
tinted in pastel iridescence that further enhances the already impres¬ 
sive eye appeal. The strike is sharp, and there are no sizeable abra¬ 
sions. 

975 1936 Long Island MS 64 PCGS, delicate pastel colors dance across 
frosty features; and a 1936-S Rhode Island MS 64 PCGS, the gold¬ 
en tinted surfaces are richly frosted throughout. (Total: 2 coins) 

976 1936 Long Island MS 67 NGC. The beautifully frosted features are 
alive with mottled olive, gold, orange, sea-green, and lavender ton¬ 
ing. As befits the grade, the surfaces are smooth from rim to rim. 

977 1936 Lynchburg MS 65 PCGS. Lovely olive-gold iridescence over¬ 
lays both sides in a mottled fashion, but the reverse displays more 
areas of brilliance than the obverse. Radiant mint frost cartwheels 
around crisp devices. 

978 1934 Maryland MS 65 PCGS. This frosty Gem exhibits a few sprays 
of tan iridescence on both sides, but we can find no individually 
mentionable abrasions. 

979 1934 Maryland MS 66 NGC. A lustrous Gem with light pinkish-gray 
toning that is highlighted by splashes of champagne iridescence 
around the peripheries. 

980 1921 Missouri—Corroded—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. The 
surfaces are pleasingly toned in golden-gray patina, but there is a 
bisecting swath of charcoal color on the reverse. Were it not for the 
latter feature, this coin would probably grade at least MS 63. 

981 1921 Missouri MS 63 PCGS. Gorgeous rainbow peripheral toning 
and a relative lack of abrasions give this Missouri half dollar the eye 
appeal of at least a near-Gem grade. A conditionally scarce issue. 

982 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 64 PCGS. Pale olive and champagne irides¬ 
cence blankets the surfaces in an irregular fashion. There do not 
appear to be any abrasions that would bar this well frosted example 
from a full Gem grade. 

983 1925 Norse MS 64 ANACS. Thick. Brilliant and lustrous with a few 
small abrasions. 
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984 1926 Oregon MS 64 PCGS. Lightly and evenly toned over both 
sides. 

985 1926-S Oregon MS 64 PCGS; and a 1936-S Oregon MS 64 PCGS. 
Both coins are untoned. The holder of the first coin is cracked on the 
obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

986 1926-S Oregon MS 67 NGC. This is an undeniably original Superb 
Gem with mottled lilac-orange iridescence over the obverse and a 
more deeply toned, cobalt-blue and purple colored reverse. A lovely 
coin for the toning enthusiast. 

987 1937-D Oregon MS 68 NGC. Effulgent frosty luster shines through 
variegated silver-gray, tan, and orange-gold patina on both sides of 
this stunning Oregon commem. With sharply defined features and a 
smooth texture, this coin would do justice to the finest collection. 

988 1938 Oregon MS 65 PCGS. The satiny surfaces are lightly toned. A 
scarcer issue. 

989 1939 Oregon MS 66 NGC. We can find neither toning nor distract¬ 
ing abrasions on either side of this attractive example. 

990 1939 Oregon MS 66 PCGS. The otherwise olive-gold patina deep¬ 
ens to crimson-russet shades in certain areas near the borders. Both 
sides are well frosted for the type with pristine features. 

991 1939-D Oregon MS 67 ICG. Deep pinkish-gray toning is intermin¬ 
gled with splashes of golden-brown. Each side is fully lustrous and 
well struck. 

992 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 65 NGC. The conditionally challeng¬ 
ing Pan-Pac half dollar is a prized commodity at the present level of 
preservation. In addition to smooth, distraction-free surfaces, this 
well defined Gem exhibits a rich overlay of original charcoal-copper 
and antique-gold toning. 

993 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. Silver-gray in color, the centers 
glow within speckled orange-russet rim accents. There are no abra¬ 
sions that would cast doubt upon the MS 66 grade. 

994 1937 Roanoke MS 66 PCGS. Frosty and nearly brilliant, both sides 
are undeniably smooth with nary a distracting abrasion to report. 

995 1936 Robinson MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous and brilliant for the most 
part except for a pale accent of lilac-golden patina over the figure of 
Robinson. 

996 1935-S San Diego MS 67 PCGS. This coin presents two different 
“looks” on both sides. The reverse is richly frosted with a scintillat¬ 
ing, untoned sheen. The obverse, while equally lustrous, is toned in 
mottled olive-russet shades that gain their greatest ascendancy near 
the right border. 

997 1935-S San Diego MS 67 PCGS. This richly frosted example is 
toned in competing orange, gold, and lilac peripheral iridescence. 
The centers are mostly brilliant, and both sides are fully struck with 
pristine features. 

998 1936-D San Diego MS 66 PCGS. Brilliant with the usual bright lus¬ 
ter characteristics this issue is known for. 

999 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 ANACS. This golden tinted example 
displays a bright, well frosted sheen that is free of all but a few wispy 
abrasions. 

1000 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Radiant satin luster shimmers 
across the nearly untoned surfaces of this appealing commem. The 
grade-limiting abrasions are small and not overly distracting. 

1001 1935 Spanish Trail MS 66 NGC. Variegated shades of tan and dove- 
gray patina compete for dominance on both sides of this premium 
quality Gem. The open fields are especially smooth for the type. 

1002 1925 Stone Mountain MS 64 PCGS. This richly frosted example is 
free of all but the lightest toning near the lower reverse border. 


1003 1925 Stone Mountain MS 65 ICG. Toning enthusiasts should really 
see this lovely Gem. The base color is antique-copper, over which 
vivid rainbow swirls have gathered. The underlying luster is undi¬ 
minished, and the surfaces are typically smooth for the assigned 
grade. 

1004 1935 Texas MS 66 PCGS. There is a smattering of golden-tan pati¬ 
na over the otherwise silver-gray surfaces of this pristine commem. 
A lovely representative of the type. 

1005 1935-S Texas MS 64 PCGS. The untoned surfaces radiate fulsome 
mint frost that is free of noticeable abrasions. 

1006 1936-D Texas MS 67 PCGS. Frosty and smooth, the surfaces are 
toned in silver-gray color that yields to brighter olive-gold irides¬ 
cence near the upper reverse border. This coin is at least as nice as 
any other Texas commem that we have offered in recent memory. 

1007 1937-S Texas MS 66 PCGS. Although predominantly silver-gray in 
appearance, the surfaces reveal delicate golden highlights over the 
rims. A blemish-free Gem with a nicely frosted finish. 

1008 1938-D Texas MS 67 NGC. Unusually colorful for a Texas com¬ 
mem, the surfaces are tinted in lilac-gray iridescence with more 
vibrant accents near the lower obverse and upper reverse rims. A 
boldly impressed, satiny Superb Gem. 

1009 1925 Vancouver MS 66 NGC. Light golden-gray toning graces por¬ 
tions of each side of this lustrous Gem. Only a few tiny abrasions are 
visible even under the closest inspection. 

1010 1927 Vermont MS 66 NGC. The smooth, matte-like features of this 
Gem are devoid of bothersome abrasions. The devices are sharply 
defined, warm olive-gray and golden iridescence blankets both 
sides. 

1011 1952 Washington-Carver MS 66 NGC. This original example is 
deeply toned in charcoal color through which scintillating crimson 
and orange-gold iridescence shines at most angles. Radiant cart¬ 
wheel effects are also evident as the coin rotates beneath a light. 

1012 1936 Wisconsin MS 65 PCGS. Some deep charcoal toning has gath¬ 
ered in the protected areas around the devices, the open fields are 
untoned with a continuous blanket of frosty luster. An interesting 
coin.

D White House silver dollar MS 69 PCGS; (2) 1993-P Jefferson sil¬ 
ver dollars MS 69 PCGS; 1994-W POW silver dollar MS 69 PCGS;

We cannot 
find a single abrasion on either of this impressive modem commem¬ 
orative. 
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1018 1988-W Olympic Gold Five Dollar MS 69 PCGS. Pools of powder- 
blue color are noted in the obverse field, the balance of the surfaces 
are draped in rich olive-gold and orange coloration. 

1019 1990-W Eisenhower silver dollar MS 69 PCGS, four examples, all 
are untoned with a richly frosted texture. (Total: 4 coins)

CERTIFIED CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 


1023 1854 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-105, R.4, MS 64 PCGS. Rich 
crimson-gold color overlays the obverse, the reverse displays more 
subdued tan-gold colors. Well defined for the type with no mention- 
able surface blemishes. 

1024 1873 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-728, R.4, MS 64 PCGS. The 
smooth surfaces are perhaps kept from Gem status by a few toning 
spots on the obverse. Still, this is a pleasing example with a modest 
cameo finish. 

1025 1871 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-767, R.4, MS 66 PCGS. This 
wonderfully original Gem is bathed in reddish-gold colors that yield 
to deeply reflective features at most angles. A blemish-free specimen 
for the discerning specialist. 

1026 1872 Indian Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-791, R.4, MS 61 PCGS. 
Brightly reflective fields contrast nicely with moderately frosted 
devices. There is a sizeable die crack (as produced) on the obverse, 
and scattered, wispy abrasions account for the grade. 

1027 1872/1 Indian Round 25 Cents, BG-870, R.4, MS 63 PCGS. The 
tan-gold surfaces are a bit too subdued to warrant a higher grade, but 
we can find no singularly distracting abrasions. 

1028 1871 Liberty Octagonal 50 Cents, BG-912, R.5, MS 63 PCGS. A 
well mirrored example, the surfaces are green-gold in color with no 
apparent abrasions. 

1029 1874 Indian Round 50 Cents, BG-1055, R.5, MS 63 PCGS. Mottled 
haziness partially obscures the reflective finish of this nicely pre¬ 
served example. The color alternates between green-gold and yel¬ 
low-gold shades. 

CERTIFIED ERRORS 


1030 1913-D Cent—Struck 10% Off Center—AU 55 PCGS. Struck off 
center to the northwest relative to the obverse, this piece displays 
glossy brown surfaces that are free of significant abrasions and dis¬ 
play only the slightest trace of wear. An attractive example of this 
scarcer issue for the Lincoln cent error collector. 

1031 1887 Three Cent Nickel—Clashed Dies—MS 62 AN ACS. The dies 
were lightly clashed at the time of production, evidence of which is 
most easily seen in the reverse field around the denomination. Both 
sides are tinted in golden-gray color that yields to a few isolated 
areas of near-brilliance on the reverse. A minor error, yet still inter¬ 
esting. 


1032 1971-D dollar—Struck Through Grease—MS 60 ANACS, foreign 
matter, presumably grease, intervened between the dies and the 
planchet at the time of striking, with the result that isolated areas of 
the design are poorly defined; 1974-D dollar—Struck Through 
Grease—MS 62 ANACS, the right obverse and reverse peripheries 
display a rough texture from having been struck through grease; (3) 
1974-D dollars—Misaligned Dies—MS 64 ANACS, all coins dis¬ 
play an obverse impression that is a few degrees off center; 1976-D 
Type Two dollar—Misaligned Dies—MS 65 ANACS, the obverse 
impression is misaligned a few degrees at 7 o’clock; and a 1976-S 
dollar—Clashed Dies—MS 66 ANACS, the dies had clashed prior 
to striking this coin, and impressions from the opposite side are 
noted before Eisenhower’s throat on the obverse and around the por¬ 
trait on the reverse. (Total: 7 coins) 

1033 1972 Dollar—Clipped—MS 64 ANACS. A small clip is missing 
between 8 and 9 o’clock on the obverse (and, of course, the corre¬ 
sponding area on the reverse). Satiny and lightly toned. 

1034 1972Dollar—Double Clip—MS 64 ANACS. One small clip and 
another more significant one are located on the right portion of each 
side. Brightly lustrous and lightly toned on the reverse. 

1035 1973-S Silver Dollar—Clip—MS 65 ANACS. This desirable exam¬ 
ple displays a small clip just before 12 o’clock on the obverse. The 
balance of the surfaces are well defined and fully frosted with a ring 
of medium olive-gray rim toning. The proof version of the 1973-S 
Silver Eisenhower dollar is the key to this highly collectible series. 

1036 1974-D Dollar—Broadstruck—MS 63 ANACS. Extra flan shows at 
the bottom of the obverse and top of the reverse. Lightly toned with 
good luster characteristics. 

1037 1976 Type Two Dollar—Off Center—MS 65 AN ACS. There is extra 
flan at the lower obverse and upper reverse borders of this otherwise 
well defined Eisenhower dollar. The strike is about 5% off center, 
and the surfaces are tinted in golden-gray iridescence. 

1038 1976-D Type Two Dollar—Clip—MS 63 ANACS. About 5% of the 
planchet has been clipped at 2 o’clock on the obverse rim, but there 
are no other mentionable striking deficiencies. Although lightly 
abraded, as befits the grade, the surfaces are free of sizeable distrac¬ 
tions with a bright, frosty texture. 

1039 1976-D Type Two Dollar—Clip—MS 63 ANACS. There is a 5% 
clip at 7 o’clock on the obverse of this untoned Bicentennial dollar. 
An accurately graded example with bold striking definition in most 
areas. 

1040 1976-D Type Two Dollar—Double Clip—MS 64 ANACS. This 
error presents a striking appearance. There are two clips on the 
obverse, one at 2 o’clock and the other at 5 o’clock. The second clip 
is the larger of the two, but both are curved. An important bidding 
opportunity for the error specialist. 

1041 1976-D Type Two Dollar—3% Double Clipped Planchet—MS 64 
PCGS. There are two clips at 1 o’clock and 11 o’clock, respectively, 
on the obverse. The balance of the features are sharply defined. An 
interesting error at a high level of preservation. 

1042 1978 Dollar—Off-Center—MS 65 ANACS. Struck approximately 
5% off-center with a wide arc of blank planchet around the lower 
obverse and upper reverse. Lustrous with just a hint of pale lilac iri¬ 
descence present. 

1043 1978-D Dollar—Double Struck—MS 64 ANACS. A tiny, perhaps 
2%, overlap of the second strike is located below the 19 of the date. 
Lightly toned. 

1044 1999 One-Ounce Gold Eagle—Struck Through Plastic—MS 65 
ANACS. There is a curious triangular depression in the left obverse 
field of this otherwise distraction-free example. This error was prob¬ 
ably either created by damage to the hub or possibly debris adhering 
to die die for multiple strikings, but we would welcome any input 
error specialists might have about this lot.
